CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—Suit for disso- 


lution of the Associated Bill Posters 
and Distributors of the United States 
and Canada, who have been succeeded 


by the Posting Advertising Associa- 
tion, was filed in the United States 
District Court today. : 

In a petition in equity, Attorney- 
Ge nera] Wickersham charged a con- 
spiracy to destroy competition, fix 
prices and monopolize and dominate the 
bill-posting business of this country and 
Canada. 

In addition to the dissolution of the 
corporation, the Government seeks a 
series of indictments against practices 
and agreements said to be in violation 
of the Sherman law. 

Some of the Defendants. 

Among the corporations and individ- 
uals named as defendants are: Associat- 
ed Bill Posters and Distributers of the 
United ‘States: and- Canada: Peter J. 
McAliney, St. Louis; Charles T. Kindt, 
Davenport, Io.; Frank Z. Zehrung, Lin- 
coln, Neb.; James A. Curran, Denver; 
Harry C. Walker, Vetroit; A. A. Ed- 
wards, Waco, Tex.: Thomas H. B.: Var- 
ney, Oakland, Cal.; Associated Bill 
Posters and Distributers Protective Co., 
New York; Geor Batten Co., New 
York; George L. Dyer Co., New York: 
George Enos Throop, Inc., and Mahin 
Advertising Co., Chicago; Masséngale 
Advertising Agency, Atlanta, Ga.; the 
Crockett Agency, and John F. Sheehan, 
San Francisco.

A “miHion-dollar rain’ has fallen, 
and it brought with it the coldest August 
8 which St. Louis has had in 70 years. 
The temperature at 7 a. m. was 56 
degrees, a reading which had not beén 
recorded on this date since 1842, 

A few days ago scientists 
Missouri State University issued a state- 
ment that unless there should be a 
general rain the continued drouth 
would cause the loss of $1,000,000.to the 
farmers of the State. 

In all except the extreme northern 
and southern portions of the State the 
farmers had just the sort of rain they 
had been wishing for. 

It wasn’t a downpour of the kind that 
lifts the roots of growing things right 
out of the ground and does more harm 
than good. It was just a gentle down- 
pour. It didn’t start and then forget to 
stop,» like the Bull Moose movement. 
li didn’t beat down the flelds like a 
steam roller and it didn’t kick things 
into the next county like a donkey. It 
was a conservative, stand-pat rain that 
knew how to play for the farmer’s vote. 

It didn’t try to show how it would 
act ‘f it was nominated for anything. 
When it looked at its speedometer and 
saw that it had rained £8 of an inch it 
reached over and pulled the lever that 
stopped the water wagon. 

Advices from all parts of thé State 
say the farmers are jubilant and .». 
Pluvius’ name will be written in on 
many ballots at Tuesday’s primary elec- 
tion. 

Complaints” ‘that crop damage was im- 
minent had come from all over the cen- 
tral portion of the State, especially those 
sections along the Missouri River.

Nineteen members of the House of 
Delegates defied the State law Friday 
night and voted against the Dill sub- 
initting to the voters at the November 
election a proposition to vote on the 
outer park scheme. Another special ses- 
sion of the Assembly may be called as 
a@ result. 

Before voting against the bill the 
Deléwates learned from City Counselor 
Walther that the law carried no pen- 
alty’ clause, and that they could . be 
sentenced to jail for contempt only upon 
& Mandamus proceedings, filed in the 
Circuit Court. 

When the delegates learned that there 
was no direct method of punishing them 
for defiance of the law they decided to 
take chances ani vote against the Dill. 
Previously two of them, Hale and Mc- 


Carthy, said they would vote against 


submission even in the face of a jail 
sentence. 

Petitions requesting the submission of 
the proposition had been signed by 
rere than 7000 legal voters. A special 
act of the Legislature makes it the 
duty of legislative bodies, upon presen- 
tation of properly signed petitions, to 
submit any measure to a vote of the 
people. 

Petitions Valid. ; 

The 7000 signatures made the petitions 
valid, but the House members. objected 
to the bill, declaring they would take 
chances on goirig to jail. 

Walther said that the Circuit Céurt 
could mandamus the*Delegates to pass 
the bill, and if they refused they could 
then be sent to jail for contempt of 
court. 

Mayor Kreismann said Saturday that 
he had no intention of resorting to such 
drastic measures to induce the Assem- 
blymen to do their duty. If the free 
bridge bonds are carried at the spectal 
election, Monday, he said he would call 
immediately a second special session 
and again submit the park proposition.

Dr. F. A. Baldwin Makes Report, 
Woman’s Uncle Depends on 
Gradwohl Analysis. 








A report of Dr. Frederick A. Bald- 

win that chemical tests of the viscera 
revealed no traces of poison in the body 
of Mrs. George Goe of Caseyville, [ll., 
will not stop the investigation legunh by 
Mrs. Goe’s uncle, Joseph Meyers of St. 
Louis, according to Raymond B. Hen- 
dricks, an East St. Louis attorney who 
represents the Meyers family. 
, “We are waiting for the report of Dr. 
R. H. B. Gradwohl,”’ said Hendricks 
Saturday. ‘‘He is: making an analysis 
for us and we shall depend on his re- 
port alone. So far as we are con- 
cerned in this case, Dr. Baldwin does 
not exist.’’ 

Hendricks sald he would receive Dr. 
report in St. Leuis. Dr. 
Baldwin, who acted for Goe, made his 
report Friday night. He.concluded from 
his examination that Mrs. Goe died of 

remia and cholangitis. Gastritis and 
anotoms of typhoid may be indicative 

hese diseases, he said. When Mrs. 
Goe died at an East St. Louis hospital 
gastritis and typhoid were given as the 
cause of death. 

In making out a death certificate, Dr. 
Walter Wilhemj, who attended Mrs. Goe 
at the hospital, attributed her death to 
typhoid. He explained that this was the 
inference he got from a history of the 
case supplied by Mrs. Goe’s father-in- 
law, Dr. Henry S. Goe, of 75 Aubert 
avenue, St. Louis.
